Timoihv Hopkins Refuses Five Million 


Dollars to Withdraw His Claim—The 


Trial of the Case Resumed—

NEW YOBK, Oct. 23.—A special dis- 


patch from Salem, Mass., to the Mail 
ind Express says: It is now definitely 
[mown that all efforts to effect a com- 
promise between the litigants in the

Witness could not say whether he

made arrangements to go away, but de- 
layed in order to welcome him; and 
witness then told Timothy that he had 
to go to Harrington to look after the 
work, and wont. Witness learned that 
Timothy had managed his mother's af- 
fairs for a number of years, but never 
heard any discussion as to whether he 
liad received any compensation or not. 
There was no secrecy about the co- 
partnership; never heard his wife, be- 
tween June and July l(i, 1888, express 
any wish as to tho disposition of any 
part ot her property. 


At the afternoon session the cheque 


books of tlie copartncrbhip were called 
for by Mr. Burleigh, but the court 
ruled that they need not be produced. 
Special checks, however, should bo pro- 
duced if asked for. 


Mrs. 
Searles' diary, which the lady 


kept during her two trips abroad in 
1887 and 1888, were then introduced and 
read. Tho first entry was dated No- 
vember 8,and read: "Married at Trinity

at 11." The 
book con- 


tained mostly personal matters and 
descriptions 
of 
the 
trip. 
The 


second date of January IV, 1888, this 
entry occurs: "I thought myself of 
secondary consideration and, express- 
ing It, found it so. This is experience 
No. 1." 


Wm. M. Dodge was called when the 


reading of the diarv had been com- 
pleted, and said that tho phraseology of 
the will was his own and not suggested 
by anyone else. 


Mr. Searles was then culled by Mr. 


Lincoln in rebuttal. 
Ho testified that 


when he left Porter Bros., in 1882, he 
was worth from 8100,000 to $180,000. 
He had left on account of his health. 
Tho firm had dono work on the Hop- 
kins mansion in California, and as ho 
was going west for his health he got a 
letter of introduction so that he could 
inspect 
the house. He visited the 


place and presented the letter and 
was invited by Timothy Hopkins to 
dine with the family that evening, 
Tho next day he went to inspect the 
house. He met the family subsequently 
several times and again dined with 
them. Mr. Soarles said he had known 
Mr. Stillman for fifteen years previous 
to this, but had seen very little of him 
for a few years past. He had never, 
up to October, 1887, mentioned Mrs. 
Hopkins' affairs to him. 


Continuing, Mr. Searles said he went 


to Great Harrington in- 1888 to meet 
Mrs. 
Hopkins. He .registered at the 


Berkshire house. Soon after a servant 
came and said Mrs. Hopkins expected 
him at the house. He told the servant 
he would stay where he was; but while 
he was at supper the servant took the 
luggage to her house without his know- 
ing. The servant wasCnrlile Dennis. 


Mr. Burley remarked "That is the 


man who committed suicide." 


Mr. Searles said that in 1884 Mrs. 


Hopkins decided to have him build a 
house for her. Ho supposed he would 
be paid as usual, but learned later that 
ho was not. "I thought I would be 
paid in the end some way" said the 
witness.

To supply the 483 
churches in the Presbyterian Synod ot 
Illinois there are 184 regular pastors and 
169 stated supplies, a total of 353 minis- 
ters in active service. Twenty-two min- 
isters are without charges, and there are 
87 candidates and 13 licentiates in the 
Synod. Daring the year tLo Synod con- 
tributed $4,182 to the Board of Educa- 
tion, while the board contributed $5,375 
to ministerial candidates in the Illinois 
district. Only 234 churches made con- 
tributions to the fund. There are now 
1 17 churches, 67 of which have a member- 
ship of less than 25, without pastors. In 
view of the empty treasury of the board 
all churches were urged to incrensj their 
contributions to this cause. 


The report on Synodioul Evangelism 


presented by the Kev. Jaines Lewis gave 
some statistics regarding the four evan- 
gelical districts. Eighty of the weaker 
churches in the synod were visited and 
n-vived and many supplied with perman- 
ent pastors. There have been 750 con- 
wrts through this work. A resolution 
*as included in the report urging all 
olmrohes to contribute not less 10 cents 
lie each member.
